Jei.se K. Eskridge today gava out a 
statement, embodying hi* reaaom for 

advocating the nomin.ition of r.,i, 
Roosevelt for presidvnt in IgUv He 
'-K ill RoosL-vfli i.s not ;i candi* 
date for the nomination, nor will he be. 
The advoccatas of his aomlaatioa are 
not concerned about whether be does 
or does not make an annuuncenient. 

It i.s thfir anient hoiiv that his .sin- 
cere patriotism will not permit him to 
ignore the'oall of the ma**** of bla 
party to asaume party leaderahip again. 

It is apparent to careful readers and 
obeervera, that conditions in the Re- 
publican party are not us they should 
be, nor as they formerly were. The 
party is not in hisrmony on great quae* 
ttona and Important issoes. There 1* 
much dissatisfaction throu^jhont the 
country with the present adniiuistra- 
tioii, and tor more than one reason. It 
is not satisfactory to couMrvative 
Republican*, p ro g re ssiv e * or inmr- 
gents. 

Chairman Barnes of the New York 
Kepiiblic-in State Coniinittee .say.s in 
substance, that the policy of the Ad- 
ministration respecting Trusts, ismiaa* 
tion to b .ainoas Interests.

man of the ax;e. lie is a master in the 
liuaiicial world, und big buniaess inter- 
ests recognise him as such. Briefly 
summing up, w* find grave fears exist 
among well informed Republicans, aa 
to the availibility of President T.ilt. It 
seems to be conceded that if the Demo- 
crat* do not loaa their heads in Con* 
gress, their prospncu of victory n«it 
year are brighter than they have been 
for twenty vears. 

The indications are, however, that if 
Col Roosevelt is nominated by the Re* 
publicans, be cannot be beaten.
